PREFACE 

The  reader  of  Frank  Norris'  work  is  apt  to  be  deceived 
by  the  order  of  publication  of  the  individual  novels,  for  the 
fiction  was  written  in  a  different  sequence  from  that  in 
which  it  was  published.  The  romances  and  stories  of  ad- 
venture were  the  author's  first  published  works,  although 
some  of  his  important  fiction  was  written  at  an  earlier  date. 

Norris'  development  as  a  novelist  falls  into  a  number 
of  clearly-defined  stages.  During  his  youth  and  years  as  an 
art  student  in  Paris  (1887-1889),  he  immersed  himself  in 
the  medieval  tradition  of  Froissart  and  the  Chanson  de 
Roland,,  and  this  interest  culminated  in  the  publication  in 
1892  of  Yvernelle,  a  long  narrative  poem  on  a  medieval 
theme.  When,  during  his  college  years  at  the  University 
of  California  and  Harvard  University  (1890-1895),  he 
came  under  the  influence  of  Zola  and,  to  a  lesser  extent, 
Kipling,  his  point  of  view  matured  and  he  produced  some 
of  his  best  writing,  McTeague  and  Vandover  and  the 
brute.  It  was  during  his  career  as  an  editor  for  the  San 
Francisco  Wave  and  McClure's  Magazine  (1896-1899) 
that  he  wrote  the  romances,  Blioc,  Moran  of  the  Lady 
Letty,  and  A  mans  woman,  which  gained  him  acceptance 
in  the  literary  world.  Finally,  during  the  last  period  (1899- 
1902)  of  his  short  life,  when  he  was  a  reader  for  Doubleday 
and  a  free-lance  writer,  he  began  his  trilogy,  "The  Epic 
of  the  Wheat,"  of  which  only  the  first  two  novels,  The 
octopus  and  The  pit,  were  completed. 

McTeague  was  published  in  1899,  five  years  after 
Stephen  Crane's  Maggie,  and  these  two  novels  were  in 
large  measure  responsible  for  the  break  with  the  established 
genteel  tradition  and  the  rise  of  a  new  era  of  American 
realism  notably  advanced  by  Theodore  Dreiser  in  Sister

PREFACE 

Carrie.  Most  of  Norris'  work  illustrates  the  impact  of  a 
new  age  and  new  attitude  upon  the  forms  and  ideas  of 
the  nineteenth  century;  this  is  valid  in  the  emotional  as 
well  as  in  the  social  areas. 

Some  critics  will  consider  Norris  a  realist;  others  will 
maintain  that  he  is  a  romanticist ;  and  still  others  will  call 
him  a  romantic  realist.  Actually,  he  was  different  things 
in  varying  degrees  at  different  stages  during  his  short  but 
remarkably  productive  career.  Robert  Spiller  in  the  Liter- 
ary history  of  the  United  States  has  summed  up  the  para- 
dox: "He  never  achieved  the  discipline  of  the  school  to 
which  he  was  instinctively  allied,  that  of  scientific  natur- 
alism, because  his  love  of  the  story  was  too  likely  to  run 
away  with  his  ideas  about  it.  Although  he  tried  to  reject 
the  conventions  and  the  sentimentality  of  popular  romance, 
his  critical  distinctions  were  not  sufficiently  clear  to  keep 
him  out  of  the  traps  against  which  he  warned  others." 

A  previous  Norris  bibliography  by  Joseph  Gaer  con- 
tained very  abbreviated,  and  in  some  cases  erroneous, 
data.  Nevertheless,  the  Gaer  work,  together  with  the 
bibliographical  information  gleaned  from  Franklin  D. 
Walker's  biography  of  Norris,  provided  helpful  guides 
for  the  compilation  of  what  we  have  striven  to  make  a 
complete  and  accurate  record  of  Norris'  published 
writings. 

While  we  have  concentrated  on  published  works,  a 
word  about  manuscript  materials  seems  in  order.  A  rela- 
tively small  body  of  Norris  manuscripts  has  survived,  the 
largest  collection  being  that  in  the  Bancroft  Library  of  the 
University  of  California.  It  includes  the  following  note- 
worthy items:  fifty  letters,  in  holograph  and  photocopy, 
dated  1898-1902;  a  group  of  manuscript  pages  of  Mc- 
Teague;  notes  for  The  octopus,  The  pit,  and  Vandover 
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and  the  brute,  the  manuscript  map  drawn  for  The  octopus; 
manuscripts  of  the  story,  "Two  hearts  that  heat  as  one," 
the  article,  "News  gathering  at  Key  West,"  and  the  poem, 
"Poitiers";  notes  and  drawings  of  medieval  armor  made 
at  the  Musee  d'Artillerie  in  Paris;  and  various  college 
themes,  publishing  contracts,  and  lists  and  manuscript 
reports  made  by  Norris  when  he  was  a  professional  reader 
for  Doubleday,  Page  and  Company.  In  addition,  there 
is  a  group  of  clippings  of  newspaper  and  periodical  articles 
by  and  about  Norris,  as  well  as  photocopies  of  manuscript 
items  in  other  collections.  The  formation  of  this  collection 
is  the  subject  of  a  fascinating  account  by  Dr.  James  D. 
Hart,  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  California 
(see  item  376).  The  Bancroft  Library  is  also  the  reposi- 
tory of  a  collection  of  research  materials  gathered  by  Dr. 
Franklin  D.  Walker  in  the  preparation  of  his  biography 
of  Norris. 

In  the  first  section  of  this  bibliography  Norris'  sepa- 
rately published  works  are  entered  chronologically  by  date 
of  publication.  Reprints  of  a  given  title  follow  in  chrono- 
logical order,  with  translations  listed  alphabetically  by 
language.  Owing  to  the  very  large  number  of  periodical 
publications  in  the  second  major  section  of  the  bibliogra- 
phy, it  seemed  advisable  to  group  these  by  genre,  using 
an  alphabetical  title  listing  within  each  group.  The  final 
section  is  devoted  to  works  about  Norris,  including  a  listing 
of  contemporary  reviews. 

Many  of  the  translations  and  a  few  of  the  reprint 
editions  were  not  available  to  us,  but  these  have  been 
included  only  when  complete  information  could  be  found 
in  one  of  the  national  bibliographies.  All  other  citations 
have  been  verified  in  the  original  sources.  Of  the  many 
periodicals  cited,  the  San  Francisco  Wave  proved  to  be 
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least  accessible.  The  most  complete  file  for  the  crucial 
period,  1896-1897,  is  held  by  the  California  State  Library 
in  Sacramento,  and  even  their  holdings  lack  the  issues 
for  July  11,  1896,  August  28,  1897,  and  September  4, 
1897.  Partial  files  are  held  by  the  Bancroft  Library  (in- 
cluding the  three  missing  issues  previously  noted),  the 
Stanford  University  Library,  the  Sutro  Branch  of  the 
California  State  Library,  and  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library. 

For  their  help  in  verifying  points  of  information,  we 
are  indebted  to  a  great  many  friends  and  colleagues. 
Among  those  who  have  been  particularly  helpful  are  the
